1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this Invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too long. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the embodiment with a 
single closure flap as claimed in claims 1-10, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "94" has been used to designate both the D ring and J 
groove. Furthermore applicant appears to have used reference numeral "72" to identify 
different species of grommet having differing construction and "76" to identify different 
species of pin with different structure. It is suggested that applicant use an alpha or 
prime suffix with such reference numerals to clearly distinguish different structures. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
description on page 10 doesn't appear to correspond with the showing in the drawings 
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as there isn't any showing of a grove 84 in pin 80, as described. Moreover applicant 
has used 94 to describe both a D ring and a J groove. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-9 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the Invention. 

Claims 7-9 and 17-19 each recites the limitation "said outer flap" in line 4. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Outer flaps are set forth in 
claims 6 and 16 respectively. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bohn 
'033 in view of Boorady '967. 

Bohn teaches applicant's concept of a rollup carrier having a cylindrical container 
at one end to hold items and closure flaps. The carrier is secured with straps and 
buckles in the rolled up condition. To have provided the container with a single closure 
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flap secured to the container on three sides as is known in the art would have been 
obvious in view of such teaching by Boorady. Note the outer securing flaps at 42. 

6. Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bohn '033 in view of Bomes et al '795. 

To have provided the pair of closure flaps of Bohn with fasteners around 3 sides 
would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Bomes et al. 

7. Claims 6 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in view of Buxton '743. 

To have secured the container with flaps having openings with cords for ease of 
closing would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Buxton at 3 and 4. 

8. Claims 10 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1 and 10 above, and further in view of 
Brockway '734. 

To have added a carrying handle to the rear side of the container would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Brockway. 

9. Claims 7-9 and 17-19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other rollup containers.
